to two great companies; the United 
States Steel Corporation,and a gigan- 
tic merger of the "independent" inter- 
ests. 


"My own belief,"'he statee, referr- 


ing to the three company merger—"it 
is only a belief—is that this is to be 
the beginning of an eventful combi- 
nation, second only in size to that of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
There are admittedly negotiations un- 
der way with other steel works, some 
of which have been disclosed, and oth- 
ers of which the promoters and bank- 
ers connected with the merger have 
thus far refused to disclose details 
on the pretext that thre have as yet 
been only temporary approaches." 


Amend Anti-Trust Laws. 


"Whether or not an effort should be 


made to halt eitherof the two pro- 
posed mergers. Mr. Untermyer states. 
is a problem for the Department of 
Justice. The suggests "the anti-trust 
laws be promptly amended so that no 
corporation engaged in interstate busi- 
ness can acquire the stock or^property 
of any other ^corporation likewise so 
engaged without the express approval 
of trfe Federal Trade Commission af- 
ter a public hearing properly adver- 
tised. '

of the United States Steel Corporation 
I see no harm in thess merges.

ken alone they are inconsequential, but 
considered in connection %vith the ex- 
isting situation, and the greater ease 
with which a smaller number of men 
can dominate the market in the great- 
estof our industries, they present po- 
tentialities of danger to those ivho be- 
lieve that.
